• probable, according to the tin* returns 
, that all of them are adopted. 


The percentage of loss as compared 
with the vote for the head of the ticket 
la not nearly ao large as it waa supposed 
to be, and the result therefore in thai 
tho legislature will consist of SO sena- 
tors and 150 assemblymen, that pool sell- 
ing or races will bu prohibited and that 
a new judiciary system will be in- 
augurated. The sweep also means thai 
for the first time in many years the Ho- 
publicans will have control of tho state 
legislature and at the aama time have a 
governor in the cliair in harmony with 
them.

Republicans Carry the Stata

IBS, ENTIRE TICKET ELECTED, 


Bcpnblfoua Claim Seventeen of the Twen- 


ty-Da* Concrauimn With Two Still In 
Doubt — Nnmev of Thane That Are Sure 
Wlunen- Tlio Latert Keturna From the 
Different DUtrlcU. 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 7.— Ohio has 


broken her record on Kepnblican plural- 
ities. Tbe lai-gesfc plurality heretofore 
was when John Brough, Republican, 
for governor in 1863, had 101,000 over 
Clement L. Vtvllandingham, Democrat, 
the latter being exiled at the time in 
Canada. 


Last year Governor MoKinley carried 


the state by over 80,000, but no such 
plurality had been previously known 
except in the noted Brough- Vullaticling- 
ham canvass, when all the Ohio sol- 
dicra in tho fields and hospitals of the 
•outh voted. At that time over 40,000

scribed in tho catalogues of the acad- 
emy, the Grosvonor and the New

Ait 
er some days the hen was killed, and 
with proper aseptic precautions culture 
tabes were inoculated, from vaiions por 
tions of the oviduct.
